So long as he confined his advocacy 
of theosophy to circulating literature 
and articles in the local press I paid 
no attention to him. 
But when I 
learned that he was teaching it to his 
Greek class I felt it my duty to call 
attention to his conduct, as my young 
people were students in the college. 
The 
president 
of the college, Dr. 
George, was not aware of his work 
until I informed him of it, and three 
days later called me up by 'phone 
and thanked me for calling his atten­ 
tion to the case. 
At the next annual meeting of the 
board Darrow wfas removed. 
He then 
tried to institute suit for $50,000, not 
only 
against 
me, 
but against Dr. 
George and the trustees. Three times 
the case was thrown 
out 
of 
the 
Greene county circuit court on a de­ 
murrer. 
He then appealed to the su­ 
preme court and lost his case there. 
The allegations In his petition, to 
w’hich reference is made in the su­ 
preme court decision, were not ac­ 
cording to the facts. 
I did not call 
him an atheist. 
I did not apply the 
epithet, “scatter-brained” (though in 
the only direct reference I made to 
him in the pulpit I did use the term, 
“hair-brained”). I did not say he was 
unfit to be a professor In Drury col­ 
lege. 
I did not try to induce the Min­ 
isterial Alliance of 
Springfield 
to 
agree to boycott the college should it 
retain him. 
I turned on a little light 
and showed what he was doing, and 
the college authorities did the rest 
I without any request or suggestion 
: from me.—C. H. Briggs.
